3 yards (2” wide) patterned fall ribbon 
Floral wire 
Wire cutter 

Aleene’s Thick Designer Tacky Glue™ 
18” diameter grapevine wreath 
1 package fall leaves 
20 dried apple slices 
6 pine cone flowers 
6 small pine cones 
1/2 bunch wheat 
3” long cinnamon sticks

Construct bow using picture as a guide. Use 
floral wire to secure.

Create a small fall ribbon bow and glue to 
top right. Make a raffia bow and glue over fall 
ribbon bow. 

Glue leaves around bow. 

Tie cinnamon sticks into bundles with raf¬ 
fia. Glue bundles randomly onto wreath. ■

2 (13x10 mm) Squatty Bicone Beads (large hole) 
(Opaque Black) 

16 (4 mm) Round Beads (24K Gold Washed) 

40 (4 mm) Faceted Round Beads (Crystal) 

4 (6 mm) Faceted Round Beads (Opaque Black) 
Glue (multi-purpose cement) 

Scissors 

For bracelet, make a temporary slip knot near one 
end of the stretch cord to hold beads. See diagram on 
page 52. String on beads according to figures A and B 
on page 52. Repeat step once. 

Working in the same direction, thread the cord 
through the first set of Pattern A beads. String on 
another set of Figure B beads. Thread cord through 
the second set of figure A beads. String on a final 
set of figure B beads. 

Undo slip knot, pull cord ends so all beads nest 
together without stretching elastic. Tie cord ends 
together in a square knot. Put a dab of glue on knot. 
Trim ends and pull knot inside a bead.

2 yards (1/8” wide) pink self-gathering bow ribbon

For tulle overskirt, cut tulle into 6” wide strips.

Glue overskirt along waist of romper continuing 
around waist, using OK To Wash-It. 

Glue 1” wide lace ribbon over raw edge of overskirt 
using OK To Wash-It. 

To form ribbon “V” on romper front, glue 1” wide lace 
ribbon from each shoulder to bottom center as pictured 
using OK To Wash-It.

Scissors

Cut out fabric following top 
edge of poinsettias, tapering to 
leave the ends of each strip 8” 
high. 

Lay one piece along the 
inside back of the box with the 
petal tips at the highest point. 
Trace around them. Repeat to 
trace lower poinsettia on front 
of box with petal tips 4” high. 
Cut the cardboard along the 
tracings and trim the sides at an 
angle from the back down to the 
front. 
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There are those who search 
for things far and wide never 
finding what they want so they 
complain a lot, give up, and do 
something else. And then there 
are those who if they can't find 
it, they make it themselves. 

Pele Fleming definitely 
belongs in the latter category for 
she possesses a "Just Do It" atti¬ 
tude that has combined two of 
her creative passions - quilting 
and rubber stamping - into her 
own business, Pelle's* See-Thru 
Stamps. 

Recently, I had the opportu¬ 
nity to speak with this enthusi¬ 
astic craft designer who is 
changing and expanding the face 
of stamping from her Davenport, 
California home office. 

Since rubber stamping has 
been around a long time, just 
what makes these stamps so dif¬ 
ferent and inventive? 

The most obvious difference 
is that Pele uses polymer instead 
of rubber and it's mounted on a 
solid, clear acrylic block. 

Just what was the impetus 
for creating these stamps? Well, 
Pele related how she had been 
selling rubber stamps at quilt 
shows and through the mail 
since 1989. She said that she 
originally sold the stamps for 
paper stamping but when she 
wanted to print her own quilt 
labels (a historical record of 
sorts on the back of quilts that 
may include the name of the 
quilter, the date finished, etc.), 
she couldn't find the right 



designs or sizes — the label 
stamps weren't large enough. 

But Pele's frustration didn't 
defeat her, it motivated her to 
do research and ultimately to 
start her own company. 

Back to what makes the 
stamps so special. With regard to 
quilt labels, her stamps make

positioning easy (being able to 
see-through) so she could make 
the label as big or as small as 
she wants. 

Pele had the stamp itself 
down pat but the technique took 
some experimenting. Eventually 
she discovered an ink (non-toxic, 
no fumes) and blank foam pad 
that worked well together and 
then just color in the stamped 
image with Y & C Fabrimate 
Brushes. This combination will 
give you dark and clear images, 
including 73 traditional quilt 
block stamps, each scaled four 


sizes to make miniature replicas 
of antique quilts. 

"Quilts are really women's 
voices...quilt blocks are great 
tools for teaching." Pele's pro¬ 
jects from her Aleene’s Creative 
Living Television segments are 
beautiful, colorful miniatures for 
framing and hanging. Oh and 
there's a terrific Get Acquainted 
Kit offered through Aleene's 
Creative Living Mail Order. 

Respected quilt author 
Susan McKelvey chose Pele's 
stamped labels to be included in 
her book, "A Treasury of Quilt 
Labels." Pele said she was 
thrilled to have been invited to 
do this...it was quite an "honor." 

But quilt stamps are not the 
only fish in Pelle's sea of stamps. 
She has over 400 designs (as 
well as supplies) to inspire and 
delight you like African and 
Aboriginal art, angels, barn ani¬ 
mals, cats (way cool!), let's not 
forget the dogs, folk art, flowers, 
and more! Something to tempt 
everyone's taste. 

"Designing is what I enjoy 
the most," said Pele, referring to 
those stamps most of which she 
designs herself. "I make them as 
creative tools." 

The stamps and technique, 
as conceived by Pele, combine for 
fun, exciting projects. "It's fast 
and easy." If you want, Pele sug¬ 
gests a relaxing two-day method 
- Day 1: Stamp, Day 2: Take your 
time and color it, maybe switch 
on the TV or listen to the radio.

Been there, done that. A 
phrase that simply sums up the 
many ideas, products, and tech¬ 
niques in this increasingly chaot¬ 
ic, ever-expanding global village j 
of ours. New and exciting doesn't 
necessarily mean a revolutionary 
breakthrough. But once in a 
while something comes along that 
manages to strike the "I have to 
try that" cord. 

WildFiber is just such an 
invention — truly unique, wonder- j 
fully simple, a terrific tool for infi¬ 
nite creative expression. 

OK, enough with the build¬ 
up, just what is this WildFiber 
stuff? 

It's a brand new product from 
New Basics Limited of Arvada, 
Colorado. WildFiber is a "fiber 
mache" of blended fibers, glitters 
and other materials. It creates a 
look of random composition and ' 
pattern, in modern colors and 
styles. 

"It's remarkable looking...a 
wonderful textural jambalaya," 
said New Basics President Erik 
Deitesfeld in a recent phone 
interview from his Colorado 
office. 

Erik has been both a fine arts 
photographer and a construction 
salesman. 

The inspiration for WildFiber 
can be traced to Erik's 15 year 
involvement in fibers and the 
European influence (from his 
sales connection) that opened his 
eyes to new ways of thinking. He 
especially admired their clean 
business ethic, sense of family, 
progressive motivational work 
environment. 


His creative understanding 
comes from working with artists 
and hanging out with them. Erik 
said that he feels he knows how 
they create - give them time and

space and let them feed off each 
other's energy. 

So with all the trails, twists, j 
turns and impressions, Erik 
decided on the road less traveled i 
and got a little "wild and crazy." 
This led to the development of a 
new, basic (hence the company 
name) decorative material known 
as WildFiber. 

Creative decisions like project 
development, design, and color 
selection are made by the 
Creative Board, a New Basics 
official board that includes fine 
artists, art educators, and profes- j 
sional crafters. 


"They're my stars," said Erik 
of this imaginative and inventive 
group. With WildFiber the focus 
is on the project or design not the 
preparation. All you do is follow 
the directions on the back of the 
package -- really just mixing in 
water until it's the right consis¬ 
tency (Erik said that for some it's 
like oatmeal), then it's your turn ! 

to go wild. You can spread it, roll 
it, sew it, mold it, pierce it and 
more. Reinvent picture frames, 
lampshades, vases, or create orig¬ 
inal WildFiber designs. Erik also 
mentioned that WildFiber is 
great for repairing imperfections. 

For example, if something has a 
big crack in it, use it as body 
putty. 

This exciting product can be 
applied to almost any surface, 
including wood, ceramics, paper, 
and fabric not intended for wear. 

When using as an alternative 
to paint, WildFiber can be easily 
applied with a frosting spatula, 
fork, paintbrush, or by hand. 

Kids especially like the way it 
feels and since it's completely 
non-toxic, it's a terrific creative 
outlet for them as well. Erik 
described taking WildFiber to 
a Brownie troop and letting 
them put it on clay pots - 
"they loved it." 

The open-ended applications, 
the "no constraint" concept of 
WildFiber should get your cre¬ 
ative engines revved up for years 
to come.

Disassemble frame by remov¬ 
ing small nails bn sides. Set 
aside all but metal frame. 
Remove all three clay rolls from 
package. 

Work up the confetti-pat¬ 
terned clay roll (called a cane) 
between your palms until soft. 
Marbled lines of color will have 
formed. Flatten clay on a 


smooth surface and roll out into 
a rectangle with rolling pin. Use 
a razor blaze to cut into two long 
narrow pieces. Starting at bot¬ 
tom, press pieces on either side 
of frame. Use fingers to push 
clay around sides of frame slight¬ 
ly and trim off any excess clay 
with razor blade. 

Slice checkered cane into 6-7 
thin slices, completely using 
cane. To slice, cut completely 
through cane with single edge 
razor blade. Turn 1/4 turn 
before next slice. Press slices 
onto frame, some over the mar¬ 
bled clay, but most closer to top. 
Smooth with fingers, trimming 
off excess with razor blade. 

Slice sunflower cane into 6-7 
thin slices, completely using up 
cane. Work slices briefly between 
fingers and thumbs to make pli¬ 
able. Press slices into place in 
empty areas on frame. Smooth 
entire frame with fingers. Fill in 
any gaps with bits of marbled 
clay leftover from trimming or 
gently push clay to cover gaps. 

Do a final smoothing of all clay. 

If unwanted flecks of color are 



present, simply slice off surface 
of clay with blade. Poke holes 
into nail holes with nails. 

Place clay-covered frame on 
oven rack and bake clay-covered 
frame in your home oven at 250 
degrees for one half hour. Let 
cool. If a shiny surface is 
desired, brush on Right-On or 
Glaze-It. Allow to dry. 

Reassemble frame, inserting 
your favorite photograph or give

Wash and dry fabrics follow¬ 
ing manufacturer’s laundering 
instructions. It is very important 
to pre-wash fabrics to remove 
sizing before applying Fusible 
Web, as the web will not stick 
well to sizing. Do not use fabric 
softener in washer or dryer. 

After fabric has been washed, 
iron to remove wrinkles. 

Select three cow scenes from 
fabric. Apply Fusible Web to 
wrong side of fabric following 
instructions on page 66. Cut out. 

Trace all pattern pieces, 
except ears and horns, onto 
Fusible Web. Fuse to wrong side 
of fabric. Cut shapes out. Trace 
horn pattern onto tan felt. Trace 
ear pattern onto white plush felt. 
Cut out horns and ears. 

Cut strips of Fusible Web the 
width of cow print stripe. Fuse 
to wrong side of cow print stripe. 
Cut 2 (11”) pieces and 2 (15”) 
pieces. 

Lay fabric out onto banner 
as shown in photo. 

Insert jute cow tail in place. 
Tie yarn around balloons and let 


strings hang. 

Apply powder blush to felt 
cow’s cheeks. With needle and 
thread tack pleat at top of ears. 

Remove paper backing from 
hearts and fuse to white felt fol¬ 
lowing instructions on page 66. 
Trim leaving 1/8” felt edge. 

Remove paper backing and 
iron shapes to banner following 
instructions on page 66.

Leave a 3/8” (9mm) slack 
between the last bead strung on 
and loop. 

If using jump rings, attach 
two head pins to an earring hook.

Glue these groups of ribbon to top 
edge of spoon. Criss-cross and glue 
remaining ribbons across top of 
spoon. Use a wire to hold all rib¬ 
bons around neck of spoon. Tie a 
bow with black ribbon around 
neck of ghost. 

Cut eyes and mouth from felt 
and glue to ghost’s face. Cut ends 
of all streamers into a V. 

For witch, cut 18 yards of 
black and purple ribbon and tulle 
into one yard lengths. As for 
ghost, make three groups of ribbon 
and glue to top edge of spoon. Glue 
on remaining lengths. Cut light 
orchid ribbon into 4-5” lengths. 
Overlapping them slightly, glue 
ribbons to spoon for face. Use wire 
to hold all ribbons around neck of 
spoon. Trim ends of orchid ribbon 
just below wire. Cut ends of 
streamers into Vs. 

Cut collar from felt, using pat¬ 
tern. Cut two (9”) lengths of 5/8” 
wide black ribbon and glue to ends 
of collar. Tie collar around neck of 
witch. 

For witch’s hair, cut 12 (6”) 
lengths of 5/8” black ribbon and 
cut one end into a V. Glue hair 
ribbons around witch’s head. Glue 
hat in place. Cut eyes, eyebrows, 
and mouth from felt and glue to face. 

For scarecrow, reserving about 
15 strands of raffia, glue remaining 
raffia to top edge of spoon. Wrap 
wire around spoon’s neck to hold. 

For arms, wrap chenille stem 
with a strand of raffia. Cut about 
30 strands of raffia just a little 
longer than chenille stem. Lay 
raffia strands and chenille stem 
together and tie at lower edge 
with raffia. Center arms under 
neck of spoon and wire at scare¬ 
crow’s waist to hold. 

For legs, divide raffia in half 
and tie with a strand of raffia to 
hold. 

For hair, glue remaining bits 
of raffia to head. Cut and unravel 
edge of straw hat. Cut an 18” 
length of check ribbon. Tie over¬ 


hand knots in several places and 
glue around brim of hat. Tie ends 
of ribbon into a knot. Glue com¬ 
pleted hat to top of spoon. 

Cut eyes, nose and mouth 
from black felt and glue to face. 
Cut denim ribbon in half. Criss¬ 
cross and glue over scarecrow’s 
shoulders. Cut ends into a W. Tie 
remaining check ribbon around 
waist. Cut wire away from one 
edge of burlap ribbon. Unravel rib¬ 
bon for 3/4”. Pull on remaining 
wire and gather ribbon. Wrap 
around neck to make collar. ■

Design and Instructions by Dritz 

Materials Needed: 

Dritz Cover Button size 100 
(2-1/2” diameter) 

Needle nose pliers 
6” square white felt 
White dressmaker’s pencil 
Scissors 

6” square of non-woven fusible 
interfacing 
6” square holly print 
Christmas fabric 
Thread spool (optional) 

Fabric paint (pearl and red) 
Small craft brush 
Tray (foam or metal) 

1 vial Bead Easy Glitter 
Adhesive 

1 vial Bead Easy Beads (red 
and pearl) 

Wax paper 

1 vial Bead Easy Clear Adhesive 
6” (1/16” wide) piece white 

braid for hanger 
Hot glue gun 

9” (1” wide) white box pleated 
satin ribbon 

8” (1/16” wide) each red and 
white satin ribbon 

2 miniature jingle bells 

Remove wire shank from back 
of button. Pinch shank with nee¬ 
dle nose pliers and pull out. Place 
back of button on felt; trace shape 
and cut circle. Set aside. 

Cut out button pattern from 
back of package. Fuse interfacing 
to wrong side of fabric following 
manufacturer’s instructions. Fold 
fabric in half and place pattern 


along fold. Trace pattern onto 
fabric. Cut out fabric circle. 

Center fabric over button cover. 
Hook fabric onto teeth, working 
from side to side and top to bottom. 
Continue working around bottom, 
hooking fabric onto teeth and 
stretching fabric for a tight fit. 

Snap backplate on button with 
imprint facing you. If backplate is 
difficult to snap on, use end of thread 
spool to snap backplate in place. 

Cut out candy cane shape and 
trace onto fabric-covered button. 

Paint red and pearl stripes on 
candy cane. Allow to dry. 

Place button on tray. Brush a 
thin coat of Bead Easy Glitter 
Adhesive on one red candy cane 
stripe. 

Pour red Bead Easy Beads 
over adhesive. Cover with wax 
paper and gently press beads to 
form a single layer. Immediately 
remove wax paper and shake off 
excess beads. Continue until all 
red stripes are covered. 

Repeat on pearl stripes with 
pearl beads until all pearl stripes 
are covered. 

Gently apply a generous top 
coat of Bead Easy Clear Adhesive 
over candy cane using a craft 
brush. Allow to dry. 

Fold braid in half and hot glue 
to backplate at top of button. 

Hot glue ruffle to back of but¬ 
ton, overlapping ends at top. 

Hot glue felt circle to back of 
button. 

String bells on one ribbon. Lay 
ribbons together and tie a bow. Trim 
ribbon and glue to candy cane. ■

show on the road offering stamp¬ 
ing workshops where she demon¬ 
strates and gives invaluable tips 
and hints. "I like to get people to 
be creative." The versatility of 
these stamps and the technique 
is amazing. From wearables to 
home decor, notecards and jewelry 
- just use your imagination. 

Pele has a few sage words on 
starting your own business:" You

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need to enjoy what you're doing 
and know what you're doing." 

Since her company is basically 
a one person operation with 
friends and family helping out, she 
is quick to point out that being 
your own boss is great but don't 
expect instant success. 

Pele's stamp company is itself 
an exciting work-in-progress with 
many new ideas on the horizon. 

She has even compared her 
creative venture to driving down 
the highway -- you don't just stare 
straight ahead, you're always 
aware of what's going on around 
j you: be flexible and open your eyes. 

Which is probably a good atti¬

In 
fact, most projects can be complet¬ 
ed in less than an hour — some in 
just 10 minutes! 

Calling WildFiber "deceivingly 
economical," Erik explained that 
one bag goes a long way - it can 
cover as much as 5 square feet. 
Even though it's strong, the com¬ 
pany has also released a compan- 
| ion product called WildFiber 
FiberBond - it makes WildFiber 
stronger, more moisture and abra¬ 
sion-resistant. It's useful as a 
primer and a sealer. 

WildFiber molding is so light 
that it's great for hanging on the 
wall - you can stylize your own 
dazzling 3-D look. 

The testing and market 
research over the 3-year develop¬ 
ment phase has yielded "tremen¬ 
dous" positive feedback, said Erik 
who noted that people fall in love 
with WildFiber "the second time 
they use it" (their first attempt 
usually entails getting used to it). 

So what are the top three 
things people like about WildFiber? 
Survey says -1. It's easy. 2. It's 
quick. 3. They like the texture. 

Erik is understandably excited 


about WildFiber and is quick to 
point out that right now no one 
knows its limits or its total poten¬ 
tial. But New Basics is aiming for 
WildFiber to be a staple in every 
crafter's supply drawer. Their first 
major exposure is on Aleene's 
Creative Living television show 
where artist/demonstrator Jan 
Janas uses an incredible tech¬ 
nique called patterning to create 
unforgettable designs.

4. To color dough for making flow¬ 
ers, divide dough ball into a sepa¬ 
rate ball for each color of paint. 
Flatten one ball in your hand, 
making a small well in center. 
Pour a small amount of paint in 
well. Knead dough in your hands 
until paint is thoroughly incorpo¬ 
rated. For deeper colors, add more 


___ CONTINUED 

paint a little at a time to the dough 
until desired shade is achieved. Store 
each color in a separate plastic bag. 

5. To make flower petals, roll four 
small balls of dough for each flower. 
Flatten balls slightly and press on 
one side with non-bristle end of 
paintbrush, see photo. Pinch 
petals together at center. Roll a 
very small ball using yellow dough 
and place in center of flower. 

Allow to dry overnight. To glue 
flower to a flat surface, cut off bot¬ 
tom of flower before it dries com¬ 
pletely. 

6. For leaves, pinch off a small 
ball of green dough and mold into 
a teardrop shape. Flatten teardrop 
so that it is a bit thicker than a 
piece of paper. Using a straight 
pin or scrap of Shrink-It, make 
indentations in top of leaf for veins. 
Allow to dry. 

7. To stiffen fabric, place wax paper 
on work surface. Place fabric on 
top of wax paper. Squeegee fabric 
stiffener on both sides of fabric. 
Squeegee off excess fabric stiffener 
as excess stiffener may cause cloud¬ 
iness on fabric. Let dry completely. 

8. Fold stiffened fabric in half. 
Place pattern on fabric and cut 
out. Cut out ovals on fabric where 
indicated on pattern (pg. 53). 

9. Fold fabric on dotted lines as 
indicated on pattern (pg. 53). 

10. Place Thick Tacky glue on out¬ 
side edges of lace and around cut 
out ovals (on wrong side) of container. 
Place lace 1/2” over edge of fabric 
(this will cover cut out on other side), 
bring edges together and dry. 

11. Start with bottom and glue 
edges together and hold until dry. 

12. Place potpourri in top of con¬ 
tainer. Glue edges together. 

13. Glue 6” lengths of ribbon over 
top and bottom edges. GluelO” 
pieces around middle top and bottom 
(this will cover ends of 6” pieces, 
trim if needed. Make seven bows 
using 12” pieces of ribbon. Glue 
bows around bottom section, see 
photo for placement. 

14. Glue pearls around cut out 
openings. Glue flowers and leaves 
on top sections, see photo for 
placement. ■

13. Glue pearls, rhinestones and rib¬ 
bon roses to pouch using Jewel-It Glue. 

14. Glue bread dough roses and brass 
charms to pouch using Thick Tacky 
Glue mixed with a little Wash-It Glue. 


Fusible Web Instructions 

Lay fabric onto ironing surface, 
wrong side up. (For firmer bonding, 
we suggest using a hard surface such 
as a masonite or wood cutting board. 
Lay fusible web on top of fabric with 
glue web (rough side) against fabric. 
With a hot iron, iron by setting and 
lifting. Iron only for a few seconds. 
You only want to transfer web of 
glue to fabric, not melt it. Over iron¬ 
ing at this point tends to make it 
hard to remove paper backing. To 
make cutting appliques easier, leave 
paper backing on fabric. Carefully cut 
out desired design. 

To apply fabric to garment, 
carefully peel paper backing from 
fabric and arrange on garment. Use 
a hot iron to iron on appliques, hold¬ 
ing iron on each area for approxi¬ 
mately 5 seconds. Do not over iron. 

If you hold iron on applique too long, 
glue will tend to migrate to iron. 

This results in too much glue on 
applique and not enough glue on gar¬ 
ment, which will allow applique to 
loosen from garment when washed.
